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POINTS  TO  REMEMBER  WHEN  BUYING  SEED 
Quality  should  be  the  first  consideration,  price  second. 

Seeds  of  good  quality  increase  farm  profits. 

The  presence  of  weed  seeds  makes  cheap  seed  expensive. 

Weeds  are  estimated  to  cost  the  farmer  $2,00  per  year  for 
every  acre  of  tillable  land.   Cheap  seeds  are  a  common  source 
of  weed  infestation. 

The  law  requires  that  seeds  sold  in  quantities  of  10  pounds 
or  more  shall  bear  a  label  giving  the  analysis  and  germina- 
tion. Don't  buy  seeds  without  seeing  the  label ;  the  informa- 
tion on  it  will  show  you  the  quality  of  the  seed. 

Don't  buy  seeds  from  mail  order  houses  outside  the  state ; 
the  seed  law  cannot  protect  you  if  you  are  cheated. 

Buy  from  reliable  dealers  in  Pennsylvania.

GOOD  FARM  SEEDS  AND  SUCCESSFUL  AGRICULTURE 

Any  factor  A\iiic"h  iucrease.s  the  cost  of  producing  a  crop  or  tliat 
reduces  the  yield]  is  causing-  a  cut  in  the  farmers'  ])rofits.  Farmers 
Avould  be  astonislied  if  they  fully  realized  the  loss  caused  by  sowing 
of  poor  seed.  These  losses  are  brought  about  in  a  numiber  of  dJifferent 
ways. 

1.  By  sowing  seeds  not  a,da])tecij  to  soil  conditions  and  climate. 

2.  By  somng  seed  not  well  developed  an<II  properly  uuitured  and 
stored. 

3.  By  soA\'ing  seeds  of  a  low  percentage  of  purity. 

4.  By  sowing-  seeds  that  do  not  germinate  well. 

5.  By  sowing  disease  infectedi  seed.  . 

First — The  variety  and  source  of  groA\'th  of  seed  should  be  given 
careful  consideration.  It  is  a  Avell  knoAvn  fact  that  some  varieties  of 
corn,  wheat  and  other  seed  will  produce  a  better  yield  in  certain 
regions  than  other  varieties. 

Select  Adapted  Seed  .  .. 

Xo  longer  is  the  animal  breeder  satisfied  with  the  scrub  breeds, 
but  choose  those  breeds  best  suited  to  his  purpose.  So  slioulil  the 
farmer  select  the  varieties  and)  strains  adapted  to  his  soil  and 
climatic  condlitions.  He  should  not  be  satisfied  to  sow  clover  seed 
grown  in  the  mild,  sunny  clinuTte  of  southern  Italy  and  expect  it  to 
stand  the  rigors  of  the  winters  of  Central  and  Northern  ITnited 
vStates. 

Second — After  deciding  upon  the  variety  of  seed  to  be  used,  the 
quality  should  be  given  serious  attention. 

A  seed  is  a  young  plant  stored  away  in  a  seed  coat  with  sufficient 
food  to  give  the  young  })lant  a  start.  Otlr^r  things  being  equal,  the 
large  seed  with  a  greater  amount  of  stored  food'  will  give  the  young 
plant  a  better  start  than  the  smaller  seed  with  a  less  amount  of  food, 

A  few  years  ago  the  Ontario  Agriculture  College  raised  on  an 
average  for  seven  years,  G2  bushels  of  oats  per  acre  from  large  seeds 
and  only  47  bushels  per  acre  from  small  seedls  Ij'oth  being  selected 
from  the  same  stock  and  grown  under  exactly  the  same  conditions 
each  year.  The  difference  between  62  bushels  and  47  bushels  or  15 
bushels  per  acre  is  clear  itrofit,  since  the  cost  of  producing  the 
smaller  yield  would)  be  practically  the  same  as  tliat  of  the  larger 
yield. 
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Test  Seed  For  Purity 

Thii-d — Seeds  sliould  be  tested  carefully  for  purity.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  loss  to  the  farmer  is  caused  by  the  sowing  of  seeds  that 
contain  other  seeds  particularly  those  of  noxious  Aveeds.  Many 
farmers  in  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere  are  still  sowing  wheat  that 
contains  garlic.  Positive  proof  of  this  is  found  in  the  wheat  that 
is  now  going  into  the  Baltimore  market.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the 
cars  of  Pennsylvania  wheat  on  the  Baltimore  mlarket  so  far  this 
year  graded  garlicky.  The  discount  on  garlicky  wheat  ranges  from 
seven  to  ten  cents  per  bushel.  The  presence  of  one  bulblet  in  a 
sample  of  two  quarts  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  cause  it  to  be  graded 
as  garlicky. 

Another  weed  seed  which  causes  a  discount  on  wheat  is  that  of 
cockle,  one  to  two  per  cent  causing  a  discount  of  three  cents  per 
bushel  while  three  to  five  per  cent  will  cause  as  much  as  eleven  cents 
discount.  These  two  weed  impurities  in  the  wheat  alone  are  taxing 
the  farmers  heavily,  and  in  addition  are  polluting  their  farms  with 
noxious  Aveeds  Avhich  will  cause  additional  losses. 

These  losses  due  to  impure  seeds  are  not  confined  to  one  kind  of 
crop.  The  seed  laboratory  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agri- 
culture recently  analyzed  a  sample  of  red  clover  seed  which  a  seed 
firm  purchased  from  a  farmer  in  southeastern  Peiinsylvania,  and 
which  showed  more  than  50  per  cent  weedl  seeds. 

There  were  present  46  per  cent  of  buckhorn  or  narrowleaved  plan- 
tain seeds,  while  the  remaining  weed  seeds  Avere  made  up  of  many 
other  noxious  AA'-eeds.  The  farmer  Avho  sold  this  clover  seed;  Avas  quite 
indignant  because  he  received  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  market 
price  for  it ;  nor  did  he  sell  his  entire  crop,  but  kept  enough  for  him- 
self andl  some  of  the  neighbors  who  are  Avilling  to  buy  on  price  rather 
than  quality.  The  injury  from  sowing  such  Avorthless  stuff  can  not 
be  determined,  anj  the  loss  to  tlie  farmer  is  enormous. 

Financial  Loss  Heavy- 
Fourth — Another  factor  Avliich  is  reducing  tlie  farmer's  ]irofit  is  the 
soAving  of  seeds  that  do  not  germinate  Avell. 

Most  of  the  agriculture  states  have  a  seed  law  which  requires  that 
seeds  sold  for  seeding  purposes  shall  show  on  the  label  the  percent- 
age of  germination  Avith  the  d!ate  when  such  germination  test  Avas 
made.  There  are  many  factors,  none  of  which  can  be  detected  by 
sight,  which  bear  upon  germination.  Among  these  are  maturity 
when  harvested,  conditions  of  drying  and  storing  auidl  age — only  a 
test  Avill  rtveal  the  germinating  qualities  of  seeds. 

The  financial  loss  caused  by  poor  germination  can  hardly  be  calcu- 
lated. It  is  evident,  however,  that  a  field  of  corn  in  Avhich  only  80 
per  cent  of  the  seed  germinated,  other  things  being  equal,  could  not 
give  the  same  yield  as  if  100  per  cent  had  germinated. 

Fifth — Still  one  other  factor  needs  consideration— that  of  disease- 
free  seed.  About  six  years  ago  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  cooperation  with  some  experiment  stations  performed 
some  experiments  Avith  rather  startling  results.  Seed  corn  that  gave 
100  per  cent  germination  but  showed  disease  infection  was  matched 


against  seed  that  sliowed  no  infection.  The  disease-free  seed  pro- 
dnced  from  10  to  30  per  cent  better  yield  than  that  produced  by 
the  infected  seed. 


State  Seed  Law  Protects 

Fortunately,  Pennsylvania  as  well  as  nearly  every  other  agri- 
culture state  has  a  seed  law  whose  purpose  is  two-fold :  first  to  insure 
a  supply  of  good  clean  seed  free  from  weeds  andJ  waste  material  for 
farmers'  use;  second,  to  protect  the  honest  seedsmen  and  farmers 
against  the  practices  of  dishonest  and  careless  seedsmen.  This  is 
accomplished  by  requiring  that  all  seeds  sold  in  certain  quantities 
for  seeding  purposes  shall  bear  a  tag  or  label  giving  information  as 
to  the  purity,  germination  and  the  nature  and  kind  of  impurities 
contained. 

Farmers  should  buy  from  reliable  seedsmen  located  within  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  TJiose  who  buy  from  mail  order  houses  or 
other  retailers  out-siclie  the  State  can  secure  no  protection  under  the 
Pennsylvania  law.  The  farmer  should  always  examine  the  tag  which 
bears  the  analysis  of  the  seed  and  if  the  seedsman  can  not  produce  a 
statement  of  the  analysis  the  farmer  should  refuse  to  buy.  Quality 
and  not  price  should  be  the  main  factor  in  purchasing  seeds. 

AVhile  protection  is  made  possible  by  the  seedl  law,  it  is  obviously 
impossible  for  the  State  to  force  the  farmers  or  seedsmen  to  accept 
that  protection.  Adequate  protection  can  result  only  from  the  closest 
cooperation  of  farmers  and  seed  dealers  with  the  Pennsylvania  De- 
liartment  of  Agriculture. 

Bad  Seed  Should  Be  Reported 

Whenever  a  purchaser  of  seed  discovers  that  the  quality  has  been 
misrepresented,  this  fact  should  be  reported  promptly  to  the  Depart- 
ment at  Harrisburg  andi  immediate  steps  will  be  taken  to  dietermine 
the  exact  quality  of  the  seed  and  whether  or  not  it  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Law. 


MAIN  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  SEED  LAW  (Act  159) 

Agricultural  Seeds  Defined 

Section  1,  defines  the  term  "agricultural  seeds''  which  includes 
practically  every  kind  of  seed  sown  or  planted  by  farmers,  gardeners 
and  truckmen.  ^     .    -  , 

Noxious  Weeds  Named 

In  Section  2.  the  following  nine  w^eeds  are  named  as  noxious 
weeds: — wild  onion  or  garlic,  quack  grass,  dodder,  Canadia  thistle, 
devil's  paint  brush,  king  devil,  perennial  sow  thistle,  horse  nettle 
and  bindlweed.    These  nine  weeds  are  considered  noxious  on  account 
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of  tlieir  perennial  roots,  or  some  hnlnt  of  growth  or  propagation 
Mliich  renders  them  particnlarly  injurious  or  very  difficult  to  eradi- 
cate wlien  once  established.  When  tliese  noxious  weeds  are  found 
in  certain  amounts  as  specified  in  Section  4  of  the  law,  their 
presence  must  be  shown  on  tlie  label. 

Seeds  Prohibited  From  Sale 

Agriculture  seeds  or  mixtures  of  the  same  that  contain  more  than 
3  per  cent  by  w  eight  of  weed  seeds,  or  that  contain  one  or  more  seeds 
of  dodlder,  or  one" or  more  seeds  of  CanadLa  thistle  in  each  five  grams 
are  considered  unfit  for  seeding  purjioses,  and,  therefore,  a  menace 
to  the  public.    Such  seeds  shall  not  be  sold  for  seeding  purposes. 

Classes  Of  Seeds 

The  law  specifies  three  different  classes  of  seeds.  The  first  class 
includes  all  agricultural  seedls,  exclusive  of  vegetable  seeds,  which 
are  sold  as  a  single  unmixedl  kind  of  seed. 

The  second  class  includ(>s  those  mixtures  that  contain  only  two 
kinds  of  seeds,  each  in  excess  of  per  cent,  such  for  example,  as  a 
mixture  of  timothy  and  alsike  clover. 

The  tbii-(l  class  includes  those  special  mixtures  that  contain  more 
than  t-\\()  kinds  of  seeds,  each  in  excess  of  .")  per  cent,  such  as  are 
often  sold  for  pastures  and  lawns. 

For  convenience  the  first  class  may  be  called  Unmixed,  the  second 
class  Mixture,  and  the  thinll  class  Sjiecial  ^Mixture. 

General  Label  Requirements 

The  label  i-equirements  of  Ihc  tln-ee  classes  of  seeds  are  somewhat 
difl'ereut.  They  ai-e,  however,  alike  in  this  particular, — that  all 
three  classes  must  be  tagged  or  labeled.  The  labeling  may  be  done 
in  any  one  of  three  follo\\  ing  ways: — 

i 

1.  The  i)ackage  delivered  to  the  customer  may  have  the  tag  at- 
tached. 

2.  The  tag  may  be  delivered  to  the  customer  along  with  the  pack- 
age. 

3.  The  bin,  Itag  or  container  from  which  the  seed;  is  taken  may 
bear  the  label.      v        •  •     '  •   '  ' 

The  label  in  any  of  the  three  methods  must  be  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  and  must  be  ]>lainly  written  oi'  ])rinted  in  ihe  English  lan- 
guage. 

Label  Requirements  For  Classes 

The  label  requirements  of  seed  sold  as  one  single  unmixed  kind 
are  given  in  Section  4.  Every  package  or  quantity  of  ten  or  more 
j)ounds  must  bear  a  label  with, 

(a)  The  Common  Name  of  the  Seed. 

(b)  The  approximate  percentage  by  weight  of  pure  seed. 
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(c)    The  approximate  total  pei-eeiitage  hy  weight  of  weed  seeds 
CdJ)    The  name  and  approximate  number  per  ounce  of  each  ot  the 
nine  noxions  weed  seeds  present  must  be  given  under  certain  condi- 
tions, as  specified  in  Section  4. 

Mixtures  of  only  two  kinds  of  seeds  each  in  excess  of  5  percent  of 
the  total  mixture  when  sold  in  lots  of  ten  pounds  or  more,  must  bear 
a  tag-  or  label  giving  essentially  the  same  information  as  tliat  re- 
quired for  the  unmixed  seed,  with  the  following  exceptions  :—ihe 
tag  must  state  that  such  seed  is  a  mixture.  It  must  also  give  the 
name  and  approximate  percentage  of  the  two  kinds  of  seeds  which 
are  in  excess  of  5  per  cent,  and  it  must  give  tlie  name  and  approxi- 
mate number  per  ounce  of  the  seedU  and  bulblets  of  the  noxious 
weed  seeds  wiiich  are  present  in  excess  of  one  seed  in  fiiteen  grams 
of  the  mixture. 

The  special  Mixtures  when  sold  iii  lots  of  eight  ounces  or  more 
must  bear  a  tag  or  laJbel  giving  the  foltowing  information : 

(a)  That  such  seed  is  a  mixture. 

(b)  The  name  of  each  kimdi  of  seed  in  excess  of  o  per  cent  com- 
])rising  the  mixture.    The  percentage,  however,  need  not  be  given. 

(c)  The  approximate  percentage  of  weed  seeds. 

(d)  The  approximate  total  percentage  of  inert  inattor. 

Inert  matter  is  composed  of  broken  seeds,  chaff,  bits  of  sticks, 
leaves,  stems,  stones,  etc.  This  class  of  mixtures  frequently  contains 
an  exceedingly  high  percentage  of  inert  matter,  so  that  the  pur- 
chaser receives  a  very  small  amount  of  good  seed. 

(e)  Noxious  weeds  same  as  in  Second  Class. 

(f)  &   (g)    Same  as  in  other  classes. 

Publication  of  Analyses 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  publish,  or  cause  to 
be  publishecll,  in  bulletins  or  reports,  any  and  all  information  o.h- 
tained  from  tests  or  analyses  made  under  the  pro\isions  of  this  act, 
which  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  deem  proper  for  piiblication 
in  the  interest  of  the  public,  including  the  names  and  aa'oresses  ol 
any  persons  who  have  sold,  offered  for  sale,  or  exposed  for  sale  any 
agricultural  seeds  so  tested  or  analyzed. 
'  The  penalty  for  violation  of  the  Seed  Law  is  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
•1200.00. 

EXPLANATION  OF  REPORT 

The  following  tables  give  the  result  of  the  examination  and  an- 
alysis of  some  of  the  samples  of  farm  seedis  collected  by  seed 
inspectors  during  1926.  The  analysis  in  most  cases  was  not  com- 
pleted, but  was  carried  only  far  enough  to  give  assurance  that  tne 
analysis  given  on  the  label  was  correct  and  within  the  "latitude  of 
variation"  given  in  the  "rules  for  seeji  testing."    If  samples  were 
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qiiestionable,  the  analysis  was  completed,  and  if  the  analysis  +oiind 
dittei-ed  from  tliat  given  by  any  appreciable  amount  both  were  tab- 
ulated. 

In  a  complete  analysis  information  was  often  given  on  the  label 
whicli  is  not  required  by  the  seed  law.  This,  with  other  miscellan- 
eous information,  has  been  given  in  the  column  headed  "remarks." 
While  inert  matter,  other  crop  seedJs  and  hard  seeds  are  not  required 
by  law  to  be  put  on  the  tag  of  unmixed  seed,  it  nevertheless  is  in- 
formation which  the  purchaser  should  consider.  A  small  percentage 
of  inert  matter,  Avhich  is  broken  seeds,  chaff,  etc.,  may  lower  the 
quality  of  the  seed  very  little,  but  the  purchaser  sliould  remember 
that  he  is  paying  the  same  price  per  pound  for  it  that  he  is  for  the 
good  seed.  Hard  seeds  are  generally  good  seeds  but  sometimes  they 
are  so  slow  to  germinate  that  they  may  not  produce  plants  that  will 
mature  with  the  crop,  and  therefore  may  reduce  the  yield.  Other 
crop  seeds  may  not  be  very  objectionable  but  here,  as  with  the  inert 
matter,  the  purchaser  is  paying  the  same  price  per  pound  for  them 
that  he  is  for  the  pure  seed.  Often  these  other  crop  seeds,  if  they 
gTow,  will  reduce  the  quality  of  the  crop,  as,  for  instance,  rye  in 
Avheat.

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Fewer  Samples  Contain  Bad  Weed  Seeds 

In  comparing  this  report  with  previous  reports  a  niarlied  improve- 
ment is  notice^di.  In  the  report  of  192-1  nearly-  8  per  cent  of  the 
samples  contained  noxious  weed  seeds.  In  the  report  of  1925  this 
percentage  had  heen  reduced  to  about  3.5  per  cent  while  the  present 
reports  show  that  only  2.5  per  cent  of  the  samples  contain  seedls  of 
noxious  weeds. 

In  none  of  the  samples  containing  these  noxious  weed  seeds  was 
the  amount  found  sufficieut  to  make  the  sale  of  the  seeds  a  violation 
of  the  law,  but  seeds  with  a  mere  trace  of  such  weed  seeds  as  Canada 
Lhistle,  doddJer  and  horse-nettle  should  not  be  sown.
